All receipts as recorded were examined and the cash for 
same was found to have been deposited in the bank currently, 
with the exception of $1,193.30, cash on hand which was veri- 
fied. The detail is shown on Exhibit B. 

Expenditures were made by check from properly author- 
ized warrants, supported by invoices and payrolls on file, as 
summarized on Exhibits B and D. 

The cash balance was reconciled with the bank as per detail 
shown on Schedule 1, 


Taxes—Property and Poll 


The 1943 tax commitment was found to be in agreement 
with the Assessors’ records. The balance due from the Col- 
lector on this commitment is represented by unpaid taxes 
taken from the records as summarized on Schedule 2, with 
supporting detail being shown on Schedule 2-a. The unpaid 
prior years’ taxes are also shown on Schedules 2 and 2-a. 

Payments received on tax liens were found to have been 
applied against the proper items and those still remaining un- 
paid are summarized and detailed on Schedule 3. 

As the collectibility of several of the tax items seemed doubt- 
ful, due to their age, a reserve for collection in the amount of 
$126.58 has been set up as is shown on Exhibits A and EB. 


Excise Tax 


The excise tax collections were verified with the copies of 
the receipts as follows:

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Greenwood : 


| herewith submit my report of your schools for the 
year 1943. 


The schools of Greenwood, like those of every town 
have had problems to be met and solved as the result of the 
difficult conditions under which we are living. 


The teaching staff in the Lockes Mills school is entire- 
ly changed but we are fortunate in having teachers in all 
our sehools who are faithful to their individual tasks and ef- 
ficient in the performance of those tasks. 


If local teachers had not been available, the filling of 
our teaching positions would have been a difficult one in- 
deed, When we vealize that there are schools in our state 
which have not been opened since last June, we should be 
truly thankful that our boys and girls are so well provided 
for. ‘ 


The closing of the Richardson Hollow School seemed 
advisable and in so far as I have learned, this change is 
proving very satisfactory to parents and pupils. It is re- 
commended that this schoo! be discontinued at least as long 
as the critical teacher shortage continue. The present ar- 
rangement does not crowd the Tubbs or Greenwood City 
schools and the work is much more interesting than it can 
be in a school of only eight or nine pupils. 


The financial report shows good balances on all ac- 
counts but it is well to remember that the financial report 
includes only fifteen weeks of this school year. 

The last Legislature increased the subsidy for each 
teaching position from one hundred dollars to one hundred 
ninety dollars to take effect in September, 1943. Thus the 
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greater part of this amount is included in the unexpended 
balance on the common school and high school tuition ae- 
count. 


We had an unexpected increase in the equalization 
fund to be used during this year and the balances ineluded 
a part of the allocations of this fund. We are informed that 
the equalization fund will be about six hundred dollars less 
for 1944. 

Taking the above facts into consideration, it is the unan- 
imous opinion of the Superintending School Committee and 
Superintendent that no decreases can be recommended for 
the appropriations in spite of the large balance as shown. 


The balances should prove to the taxpayers that the 
nioney available has been used conservatively and suggest 
to them that the committee wishes to be conservative in its 
reeommended budget. 


I would ask that every citizen realize that a large por- 
tion of cur appropriations are spent for high school tuition. 
It is expected ‘that with only six seniors now in high school 
and twelve in the eighth grade that the high school tuition 
will call for a correspondingly larger amount. 


The repairs have not been extensive this past year. The 
largest expense was for shingling one side of the roof at 
the Tubbs school. It is probable that the other side may re- 
guire new shingles before another winter. With the present 
high cost and shortage of labor it seems wise to make only 
such repairs as are necessary for the good preservation of 
the buildings. The seemingly larger amount recommended 
for repairs and insurance includes one hundred eleven dol- 
lars for insurance. It is thought that a schedule of insurance 
premiums which would more nearly equalize the annual 
cost of insurance might be advisable. To establish such a 
schedule it will necessary to pay a larger amount this year 
to keep all the policies in force. 7 


In closing this report I would again express my ap- 
preciation to the members of the superintending — school 
committee, past and present, the citizens, teachers and pu- 
pils who in so many ways have expressed their loyalty to 
our schools and their interests. 
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It is needless to say that our problems will grow in- 
creasingly difficult as long as the war continues. Let us 
iake courage and do our best in preparing our future citi- 
vyens for the problems they must face.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To J. R. Bennett, a constable of the town of Greenwood in 


the County of Oxford, Greeting : 

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby directed 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Greenwood, 
qualified by law to vote in said town, to meet at Town Hall, at 
Locke’s Mills Village in said town, on Monday the sixth day 
of March, 1944, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to aet on the 
following articles, to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to aecept the report of 
the municipal officers for the year 1943. 


Art. 4. To choose selectmen, assessors, and overseers of the 
poor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To choose a town treasurer for the ensuing year.. 

Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to eleet road commis- 
sioners or commissioner, establish their number and fix their 
pay. 

Art. 7. To choose a commissioner or commissioners. 

Art. 8. To choose one member of the school committee for 
three years, one member for one year, and all other necessary 
town officers for the ensuing year. 

Art. 9. To raise money for free high school tuition. 

Art. 10. To raise money for the purchase of textbooks. 

Art. 11. To raise money for the repair of schoolhouses, and 
insurance on schoolhouses, 
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Art. 12. To raise money for the supplies of the common 
schools. 


Art. 138. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $25.00 for public health nursing in Greenwood, said 
sum to be expended by the State Burean of Health, for local 
service, 


Art. 14. To see what sum the town will appropriate for 
State Aid Road construction (in addition to the amounts 
regularly raised for the care of ways, highways and bridges) 
under provisions of Section 19, Chapter 28 Revised Statutes 
of 1930, or under the provisions of Section 8, Chapter 229, 
Publie Laws of 1937, 


Art. 15. To raise money for snow removal. 


Art. 16. To raise money for the support of roads and 
bridges. 


Art. 17. To raise money for the maintenance of State and 
State Aid Roads. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
not less than $598.00 as required by law for the maintenance 
of third class roads. 


Art. 19. To raise money for interest for the ensuing year. 


Art. 20. To raise money for town officers’ bills and miscel- 
laneous expenses. 


Art. 21. To raise money for street lights. 


Art. 22. To see what sum per day the town will pay the 
selectmen for their services. 


Art. 23. To see what sum per hour the town will vote to 
pay men, teams and trucks with drivers, for labor on the high- 
ways. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to buy the treasurer’s 
and tax collector’s bond. 


Art. 25. To raise a sum of money for Memorial’ Day ob- 
servances and name that sum.

Art. 26. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise towards paying notes. 


Art. 27. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of poor. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to procure a temporary loan or loans in anticipation 
of taxes, for the purpose of paying obligations of the town: 
such loan or loans to be paid during the current municipal year 
out of money raised during said current municipal year by 
taxes. Said loans not to exceed in the aggregate $18,000.00. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to instruct the super- 
intending school committee to re-open any closed school they 
may deem advisable, 


Art. 30. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to 
sell such real estate acquired by tax liens as they deem ailvis- 
able for the best interests of the town and convey the same by 
quit elaim deed. 


_ Art. 31. To see if the town will, pay the members of the 
school committee for their services for 1943. 


Art. 12. To raise money for the supplies of the common 
schools. 


Art. 13. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $25.00 for public health nursing in Greenwood, said 
sum to be expended by the State Bureau of Health, for local 
service. 


Art. 14. To see what sum the town will appropriate for 
State Aid Road construction (in addition to the amounts ree- 
ularly raised for the care of ways, highways and bridges) 


Art. 32. To see if the town will raise money for Mother’s 
Aid and fix the amount. 


Art. 33. To see if the town will vote to authorize the seleet- 
men to insure the town tractor against propery damage and 
personal liability. 


Art. 34. To see if the town will vote to raise a sun of inoney 
for the purchase and erection of an honor roll of the citizens 
of Greenwood who have served or are now serving in the armed 
forees of the United States in both World Wars, fix that sum 
and such further action as may be deemed necessary. 
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Art. 35. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to contract with the Central Maine Power Company for 
a street light near EH. T. Roberts house. 


Art. 36. To see if the town will vote to raise:a sum of 
money to be held as a protected reserve as authorized by Chap- 
ter 262 of the Public Laws of Maine of 1943. 

Art. 37. To see if the town will vote to close the Richardson 
Hollow school for an indefinite period. 

Art. 38. To see if the town will vote to allow the citizens of 
lower Greenwood to move the Patch Mountain school building 


to Greenwood City to be used as a community house, without 
expense to the town, 


Art. 39. To see if the town will vote to sell the Patch Moun- 
tain school house. 

Art. 40. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 

The Selectmen will be in session at nine o’clock of the day 
of said meeting for the purpose of correcting the list of voters. 


Hereot fail not, and have you there this warrant with your 
doings thereon. t
